Decibels and S 


Units 


Bob Witte, KBOCY 


‘What dowe mean when we say a signal is S3? or 
59? or 20dB over S9? 


Let's first talk about this business of decibels 
(AB), which is a logarithmic way of comparing two 
signal levels. In terms of voltage, the dB can be 
expressed mathematically ax 


dB = 20 log (V2/V1) 


‘Where log indicates the base 10logarithm V2and 
Viare two voltages 


If the two voltages are equal, the decibel value is 
0 dB. A factor of 2 in voltage change corresponds to 
6 dB and a factor of 10 in voltage is 20 dB, 


‘The S-unit ie commonly taken to correspond to 6 
4B, which again, isa factor of 2 in voltage. So if the S 
meter reading changes by one § unit, the voltage at 
the antenna connector changes by a factor of 2 
Above $9, most § meters start reading in dB, with 
+20 dB, +40 dB, etc. marked on the meter. Al- 
though there is no real standard that I know of, $9 is 
often defined to be a signal level of 50 microvolta. 
‘Thus, a signal which reads 20 dB over S9 would be 10 
times 50 microvolts, or 500 microvolts. 40 dB over S9 
‘would be another 10 times larger, or 5 millivolts. 


A logarithmic scale is used because the signal 
levels at the input to a receiver vary by such at large 
amount. A simple linear scale would not be able to 
show the wide variation in signal strength. For ex- 
ample, an S1 signal ia about 200 nanovolte which is 
25,000 times smaller than 40 dB over $9. 


S-meter readings certainly vary with each 
transceiver model and one shouldn't expect the 
readings to have instrumentation accuracy. I check 
ed the § meter on my Kenwood TS-430S and was 
surprised that it behaved pretty much according to 
the 6 dB per S unit rule and $9 was very clove to 50 
microvoltt. I aleo noticed that the meter reads 
several dB lowerwith the CW filter than with the SSB 
filter. 

(The CW filter must have a few more dB of loss 
than the SSB filter.)

"THE VIEW FROM THE PEAK"

BUYING A NEW RIG? SOME THINGS TO 
‘THINK ABOUT... 


It's over a year since my consumer-rights battle 
‘ended. Many of you remember. In brief, I bought a 
name-brand dual-band rig mail order from a reliable 
dealer. I based my decision to purchase on advertis- 
ing claims ty the manufacturer. To my chagrin, 1 
s00n learned the ad claimed what the transceiver 
could not produce: a front, 
Provides best visibility 
Tepeatedly: to the manufacturer, the dealer, the 
RRL, the BBB, etc. After months without satisac 
tion, I sent my complaint to the state consumer advo- 
cate office in California. They referred it to the 

t Attorney in Los Angeles. I sent him my 
complete file and written position. Within days, the 
‘manufacturer called to say they would buy back the 
transceiver. I accepted. The check was a refund in 
full 


To me, it was a long wait filled with anger and 
disgust at the fix I found myself in for accepting 
advertising claim “sight unseen”, Hoping that what I 
Jearned will be of value should you encounter a con- 
sumer problem, here are some points to keep in 
mind. 


Don't rush to be the "first kid on the block” to buy 
anew model. Talk to owners of the rig you're con- 
sidering Get their opinions. Check it out against 
advertising claims. Remember, it's natural for some 
to hesitate admitting they bought a lemon. Push for 
honest opinions, It’s your money, be careful and 
deliberate in your purchase. If it sounds too good to 
bbe true, it probably is. 


Read the fine print in the ads, Save ad copy and 
file it. Ifthe dealer or manufacturer is one you've not 
dealt with before, check them out. Have their ade 
appeared for several issues in a magazine? Dothey 
take major credit cards? That tends to confirm they 
Pay their advertising bills and the credit card com- 
Panies believe they're O.K. Usually an 800 phone 
‘number indicates they pay their phone bills, too. Tt 
never hurts to check with the Better Business Bureau. 
in their town. Keep notes for reference. 


Is the price too good to be true? It probably is. 
‘We all look for the best price, but remember the 
dealer has to make @ reasonable profit. 


Let's assume you order a rig that is not as adver- 
tised or unsatisfactory. Did you miss seeing in fine 
print, “all sales are final? Too bad, chum it could be 
along fight. Steer clear of such sales. Avoid outfits 
that charge a "restocking fee" if you return the rig, 


obviously they're charging you for refusing unsatis- 
factory merchandise. Go somewhere else. 

Its a more secure feeling to deal only with com- 
panies that accept major credit cards. If they don't, 
maybe the credit card companies know something 
you don't. Ask if a dealer charges extra for credit 
card purchases. [f's0, you may save that fee by going 
elsewhere. Invariably, a credit card purchase gives 
‘you extra leverage in these disputes against unsatis- 
Tactory gear, or false or misleading advertising, than 
does buying by cash or check. 

‘Tosum it up. Complain in writing; be specific. 
Allow time for a reply; if unanswered, fire off another 
‘complaint, certified mail this time, with a copy of your 
first letter. If the blame lies with the manufacturer, 
direct your complaint to him. No luck? File a com- 
plaint with the BBB, the magazine or newspaper 
running the advertisement, the Federal Trade Com: 
‘mission Enforcement Division, and if delivery was by 
U.S. Mail, complain to the Postal Service. Most 
statea have consumer fraud divisions; get them in on 
it. ‘This is when a copy machine is handy, build your 
‘cave with copies to others who might help in any way. 


Don't rely on telephone conversations. ‘I said” 
and "be said” won't do it; get it all in writing If you 
do geta telephone response, fire off a letter confirm- 
ing what was said or agreed upon promptly. Build a 
file on the dispute. Don't give up without a fight. 
Perseverance can pay off. Even if you don't win, 
publicize the dispute with the facts (on nets, at meet- 
ings, in newsletters, at ham dealers, etc.) and you may 
save your ham buddies from being taken to the 
cleaners, too. 


‘This ip not all that could be written on thie prob- 
Jem, of course, but I hope it gives you a foundation to 
build your complaint on if you should be 80 unfor- 
tunate as to have such a problem.

69th CCARC MEETING 


Oak, KOROL attended the 69th meeting of the 
Colorado Council of Amateur Radio Clubs 
(CCARC)in Denver 24 March 1990 as your delegate. 
About 15 Colorado Ham clubs were represented. 
Whit Brown, WBOGX, presided the meeting a6 
chairman. Whit is also the Colorado Frequency 
‘Coordinator for all Ham VHF/UHF frequencies, and 
the Colorado delegate to"MACC*, the Mid-America 
Coordinating Council, which includes groups in 
‘Colorado, Hlinois, Wisconsin, South Dakota, Nebras- 
ka, Kansas, Ari and Michigan. CCARC 
Gera Ship to MACE. AARL Rocky Mouharn 
Regional Directer, Marshall Quiat, AGOX, also at- 
tended the meeting. Quait discussed recent develop- 
‘ments concerning ARRL and FCC iseues. 


The revival of the Colorado Ham Directory was 
discussed at length. This directory, in the past, in- 
cluded some 7,800 hams in Colorado listed by call 
sign, name, zip code and telephone number. Dive to 
inflation of printing costs, data aquisition, ete, a new 
issue may have a price tag of $8, or so, but the consen- 
sus seemed to favor the publication, especially if ad- 
vertising could defray expense, somewhat. A study 
committee was formed. 


In_ addition to frequency coordination, the 
CCARC functions as a source of information and 
dates on regional swapfests, public service functions, 
and legal assistance. Bach member club needs 10 
designate the recipient of the newsletter. Your 
delegate recommended that the delegate be that 
recipient, 90 that the information not be lost to the 
‘membership of the association. The newsletter may 
bbe subscribed to by anyone for $5iyr. 


twas decided to *elect® the state Frequency Coor- 
dinator, rather than the position being “appointed”. 
‘Whit Brown holds both the positions of Chairman of 
OCARC and that of State Frequency Coordinator. 
‘The Chairman is an elected position, while the SFC 
was previously an appointed position. 


Several member clubs are delinquent in their dues 
for 1990. PPRAA is on that delinquent list. ‘The 
‘assessment for any year is minimum $5 or a rate of 
$0.20 per member, ip to a maximum fo $25 per club. 
We are charter members of CCARG, and I recom-

UPDATE 
Proposed F1 Paso County Tower Ordinance 


On February 21, 1989 about £0 amateurs from 
throughout the county met with the County Planning 
‘Commission for a hearing on a proposed tower or- 
dinance. At the end of the hearing the proposed 
ordinance was approved by the planning commis- 
sion, and awaits action by the Board of County Com- 
missioners to make it law. However, since the 
February 1989 meeting the proposed ordinance haw 
sat in limbo in the county land use department and 
hhas not been forwarded to the county commission. 
We are not certain of the reasons for the delay. 


At this point, it appears that action on the 
proposed ordinance is dead. We have no indication 
regarding when or ifit will de filed away and forgot- 
ten in the files of the land use department. However, 
‘we all need to be vigilant and watch the legal notices 
in the newspaper in case the proposed ordinance is 
revived and sent to the county commission without 
‘our being notified.
